Hawaii  is  known  for  its  awe-inspiring  volcanoes,  its  unique  terrestrial  and  aquatic  ecosystems,  and  its  rich  cultural 
history.  JASON  XII  explores  this  group  of  isolated  islands,  shaped  by  30  million  years  of  volcanism,  which  offer 
one  of  the  best  representations  of  Earth's  geologic  and  biologic  forces.  JASON  XII  examines  the  role  that 
volcanoes  play  in  the  origin  and  distribution  of  life  on  Earth  and  continue  to  speculate  whether  the  ingredients  for 
life  exist  elsewhere  in  the  solar  system.  Hawaii  is  a  "living  laboratory"  that  enables  the  study  of  these  fundamental 
processes  first  hand,  as  they  are  happening.
